New York. N. Y.. Sept. !».—Physi¬ 
cians In the Brooklyn hospital have 
there the most remarkable case of that 
rare disease elephantiasis. The pa¬ 
tient Is Mrs. Juliette Felt, of Brooklyn 
a widow 63 years old. Before she was 
attacked by the disease she weighed 
149 pounds. She now weighs 529 
pounds and Is gaining daily in slse. 
Her skin is thick, hard, and coarse, 
like that of an elephant. 

The disease first manifested Itself 
several years ago. It began wJin a 
change In one of her legs. This ceased 
after a time but it was .presently fol¬ 
lowed by a swelling of the limb accom¬ 
panied by puln. Then she took on 
weight rapidly. The arms and legs 
have been the parts affected the most. 
She thought herself growing fat from 
natural causes hut could not account 
for the pain which attended her In¬ 
crease In bulk. 

Two years ago she found that she 
weighed 850 pounds and then in alarm 
she resorted to niedltdfre* and dieting, 
but these measures were of no avail. 

A week ago a physician diagnosed 
her trouble as elephantiasis. An idea 
of the effect of the disease rhay be 
Judged from the fact that each of her 
legs Is as large In circumference as 
the body of a well developed man. The 
doctors do not know whether she Will 
recover.

MARATIME CAPTrHTT. 


The Hague Conference Approves of an 
International Tribunal—Na¬ 
tions to be Represented. . 


The Hague. Sept. lO.-The committee 
of the Pea-e Conference to which the 
question was submitted to-day. ap- 
I roved by a vote of 26 to 2. the project 
providing for the establishment of a 
supreme tribunal to deal with prizes 
captured at sea. 

The tribunal will be composed of per¬ 
manent judges from the United States, 
Great Britain. Russia. Germany. Aus¬ 
tria Hungary, Italy. France and Japai^ 
the smaller nations having a Judge .iniy 
for a number of years proportioned to 
the tonnage of their mercantile marine..

Paris, Sept. 9.—A special meeting* of 
the cabinet was held to-day for the 
purpose of Considering the Moroccan 
situation. The following conclusions 
were reached: 

1. The Moroccan government should 
be held responsible for the massacre of 
July 30th at Casablanca, as well aa 
for damages suffered as a result of the 
disorders. 

2. The indemnities should be fixed 
by an International commission. 

This Is Frantic's answer to the de¬ 
mands of the ^German exporters at 
Casablanca that 'France compensate 
them for the losses they sustained dur¬ 
ing the bombardment. The conclu¬ 
sions arrived at are based on the pre¬ 
cedent established after the bombard¬ 
ment of Alexandria by the French fleet 
in 1882. The cabinet requested For¬ 
eign Minister Pichon to examine the 
gereral question of Morocco and to pre¬ 
pare a note on the subject to be issued 
as soon as possible. 

After the meeting of the cabinet Pre¬ 
mier Clemenceau announced that he 
had not received any message from 
General Drude. the French commander 
at Casabianca or from Vice-Admiral 
Phllbert, commander of the naval for¬ 
ces off the coast of Morocco regarding 
the result of the armistice. He added: 
"M. O. Malpertuy, our consul at Casa¬ 
blanca. considers it to be a moat im¬ 
portant fact that a delegation sought 
to negotiate for peace, as It indicates 
that the warring tribes are weary of 
hostilities. 

■ "Although Germany has not actually*' 
received Germany’s reply to her note 
relative to the French-Spanish policing 
of Moroccan ports with troops, pending 
the establishment of the international 
police, M. Clemenceau said that the 
French government was aware of Ger¬ 
many's attitude on the subject.”

Berlin. Sept. 9.—Germany’s reply to 
,th e French note relative to the forma¬ 
tion of a Moroccan police force from 
French and Spanish troops, says that 
Germany assumes that the measure

Vancouver, Sept. 9.—The Combined 
Chinese and Japanese organisation this 
afternoon made overtures to the Hin¬ 
dus to Join them in an industrial strike 
all through the district. The Hindus 
refused on the ground that they were 
British subjects. The police have made 
a seizure of twenty rifles to-night 
•which were being brought In from 
"Westminster, together wdth a thousand 
rounds of ammunition. The shipment 
was consigned to Sam Kee. a wealthy 
Chinese merchant and a large property 
owner whose buildings were damaged 
by Saturday night’s mob. The rifles 
now are at the police station. 

The roofs of the buildings in Chinese 
and Jap quarters are stocked to-night 
with rocks, bricks, and bottles, which 
will be heaved on the crowd in case 
of a riot. Mayor Bethune has installed 
himself at the city hall this evening 
and will stay there all night. A spe¬ 
cial meeting of council is called for to¬ 
morrow when all a’ntf-Asiatlc meetings 
•will be suppressed and the wrestling 
tournament between the Japs and 
white men will be called off. 

Many special mounted police are pa¬ 
trolling Japtown to-night. 

Steamship companies operating ves¬ 
sels out of Vancouver are at their wits 
end to provide cooks for their boats. 
As fast as steamers arilve In port the 
walking delegate of the all-powerful 
Chinese union, secret society, tong or 
whatever is the mysterious authority 
behind the strike movement, appears 
with the order calling on the cooks and 
helpers to quit work. Implicit obedience 
has been the rule wherever this sum¬ 
mons has been presented. 

" The tugboat men are In the same 
fix. The cooks on those boats In port 
yesterday and this morning were 
prompt In striking and boats arriving 
to-day were deserted by their Chinese 
help almost as soon as hawsers were 
made fast to the wharves. 

Rumors that the Japanese and Chin¬ 
ese have formed a coalition for the 
purpose of holding a monster parade to 
demonstrate their strength of numbers 
lo the whites are rife In Vancouver to¬ 
day. Japanese arriving this morning 
from Steveston declaim'd that men of 
that nationally working In the vicinity 
of the city have sent word to their 
Compatriots here that they are willing 
to come to Vancouver and take part In 
a big procession, the Idea being to 
qyer-awe the mob element. o 

It is reported that Mayor Bethune, 
on learning of these reports communi¬ 
cated with Hon. K. Morlkawa. Japan¬ 
ese consul, requesting that he do what 
he could to prevent the outside Jap¬ 
anese from coming to the city. 

The police have Instructions to per¬ 
emptorily stoD any parade, white or 
Asiatics, which may be formed. No pro¬ 
cessions will * . - . 


when It was announced that Iebll was 
coming to Seattle. It was then decided 
that the antl-Oriental organisations 
proposed to present to Iahll while he 
was In Seattle, a protest against Jap¬ 
anese Immigration. At the time this 
plan was formulated It was believed 
Ishll woyld spend a week In Seattle 
and then go to Vancouver. There was 
planned at a conference between Van¬ 
couver and Seattle anti-Japanese lead¬ 
ers all the details for a big anti-Jap- 
anese demonstration in Vancouver for 
Sept. 12 th. 

"It developed that Ishii did not have 
any time to spend in Seattle and he 
went on through to Vancouver. Si¬ 
multaneously with his going, local 
leaders of the anti-Japanese Society 
went north. They were In Vancouver 
when the outbreak occurred, and 
though announcement Is made In pri¬ 
vate letters from anti-Japanese lead¬ 
ers that they harangued the mob not 
to do violence, the society itself be¬ 
lieves the demonstration had to do with 
their presence. It was impossible to 
present a big anti-Japanese petition to 
Ishll h6re and he refused to remain 
long enough for the Vancouver dem¬ 
onstration Sept. 12th. 

"There is no question as to whether 
Seattle. Portland OT San Francisco agi¬ 
tators took part. The great bulk of the 
marching and rioting throng, however, 
was composed of Canadians, and the 
Japanese officials ignored American 
participants in the telegram of protest 
to the Ottawa government” 

Alleged Attempt at Fire. 

Vancouver, Sept 10,—The Japanese 
claim that an attempt was made last 
night to start a fire at Mission, and 
that the attempt was frustrated only 
owing to a close watch being main¬ 
tained by self-appointed guards. No 
further rioting or trouble la looked for. 
until the arrival of the steamers bring¬ 
ing Japanese from Japan and Hawaii.

The price set by the Esquimau 
Waterworks Company for the acquisi¬ 
tion of its whole works and holdings 
Is $1,382,000, an advance of $382,000 on 
the last figure quoted to the corpora¬ 
tion. The letter from the company 
was as follows: 

"Victoria. Sept. 9, 1907, 
Mr. James L. Raymur, Water Commis¬ 
sioner. City Hall. 

"Sir,—In reply to your letter of the 
28th ultimo. I am Instructed by the 
board of directors to state that they 
are of the opinion that the sharehold¬ 
ers of this company wilt accept the 
sum of $1,382,000 for the acquisition by 
the city of the whole of this company’s 
I holdings and undertaking both at Gold- 
f stream an^ Thetis lake by the pur¬ 
chase of all the Issued shares of the 
company for that sum. provided that’a 
resolution of the Victoria city council 
embodying an offer to purchase at that 
figure be submitted to them and a by¬ 
law be assented to within the next two 
month*. The directors are further of 
the opinion that It will simply he a 
waste of time to submit any resolution 
to the shareholders suggesting a sale 
at any figure lower than that above 
mentioned. 

"As to terms, the directors would sug¬ 
gest that the city make a payment of 
$100,000 Immediately the by-law author¬ 
izing or assenting to the purchase is 
passed, the balance to be paid at any 
time within, but not later than four 
months from date of such ratification, 
•ne-half thereof to be paid In cash, the 
ether half in 4V4 per cent. 50 year de¬ 
benture* of the city of Victoria at 92. 
secured In the usual way and approved 
of by the company, possession to be de¬ 
livered on payment of the whole of the 
purchase money. The city of course 
would have to fulfil all obligations to 
the company as to the supply of water. 

"As to your second questionf 'At 
what figure and on what terms the 
company will sell to the corporation the 
whole of the water below the . power 
house, etc.* The directors desire to 
slate that they do not think the share¬ 
holders wish to sell the water referred 
to en bloc, but would sell any quantity 
mentioned In a notice (given hy the city 
within two months from this date) not 
being less than three million.nor more 
In the whole than ten million Imper¬ 
ial gallons dally at three cents per 1.- 
000 gallons, to be delivered Into mains 
to be constructed by the city imme¬ 
diately below the power house. 

'The city to contract to take the 
water mentioned in the notice or no¬ 
tices given by them for a period to 
be agreed upon and to make payment 
for ttfe total amount mentioned In the 
notide or notices, payments to be made 
monthly, the first payment to be made 
one month after the commencement of 
the delivery, of each water, which shall 
not be later than fifteen months from 
the date of acceptance of this proposal, 
the city to be at liberty if the quantity 
mentioned in the first notice la less

Aldermen of Opinion That Similar 
Disturbance Is Highty Un- 
likly m Victoria. 


New York. Sept. lO.-Advices from Lon¬ 
don state that the Countess of Montlg- 
noso. the divorced wife of the King of 
Saxony, is to be married there to-day to 
Signor Tossulii, the Italian singer. 

The Countess, who was formerly the 
Princess Louisa Antoinette of Tuscany. 
Archduchess of Austria, was married in 
1891 to Crown Prince Frtederich August of 
Saxony. She had six children. Her elope¬ 
ment In December. 1902. with Andre Giron, 
a Belgian, the tutor of her children, caus¬ 
ed a world wide sensation. The couple 
wandered about Europe for a year, when 
Giron deserted the Princess, leaving her 
a note saying he did so in order not to be 
an obstacle to the Yeunion of the Princes* 
and her children. Giron has since mar¬ 
ried a Belgian girl. Just previous to this 
the Emperor Francis Jospeh of Austria 
Issued an order depriving her of all her 
Austrian titles and privileges, and about 
the same time the Crown Prince secured 
a divorce. Later on she was permitted to 
assume the title of Countess Montlgtioeo. 
After the death of King George of Sax¬ 
ony, late In 1904. Frederkh / August be¬ 
came King, and then Issued'a proclama¬ 
tion that he would have no further rela¬ 
tions with Louisa, shutting off all hope 
that they were to be reconciled. 


The possibility of a local demonstration 
In connection with the anti-Asiatic move¬ 
ment c-atne under consideration at last 
evening's council meeting, when Mayor 
Motley suggested to the council Jhat, 
should any procession be planned by the 
local labor men, the council should re¬ 
quest the Trades and Labor Council to 
call it off. The general opinion #f the 
hoard was that there was little likelihood 
of such an event occurring, and the mat¬ 
ter was dropped. 

Mayor Morley referred to a conversa¬ 
tion with Aid. Fullerton in which he un¬ 
derstood the alderman to say that a de¬ 
monstration might be planned. 

Aid. Fullerton said that, as far as he 
kn^r. there would be no demonstration. 
He believed that an anti-Astatic league 
had been formed here, or was being form¬ 
ed. and that It was under the auspices of 
the Trades and Labor Council. Further 
than thif he could not say. 

The Mayor then suggested that the 
council should ask the Trades and Lnbor 
Council to prevent any demonstration 
which might be planned. He did not 
think there was any cause for apprehen¬ 
sion in this regard, but. In view of the 
Vancouver riots, he was of the opinion 
that the council could not act too quickly 
In taking precautions. 

Aid. Fullerton thought that the council 
could not stop a procession If the labor 
men, or anybody else, liked to hold one. 

Aid.. Fell expressed an opinion that the 
widely different situation of 


Aia. Vincent said that he would al¬ 
ways maintain the opinion he had 
first expressed on this matter. He did 
not approve of any change. 

Mayor Morley said that it was a case 
of a little self-sacrifice as the citizens, 
while not having the use of the money 
for a short time, would be saving $7,000 
for the city in the way of Interest. 

Aid. Fullerton suggested a refer¬ 
endum vote at the next election to 
settle the matter, but this was not 
seriously considered. 

The Mayor then asked the city audit- 
or to live an opinion upon the matter. 

Mr. Raymur aald that It would be a 
tetter arranrement If the council 
could *et money to urn at the flrat ot 
the year.

SOLDIERS READY. 


Victoria Military Arc to Be Prepared 
to Leave For Vancouver. 

(Special to the Times). 

Vancouver, Sept. 10.—After the al¬ 
leged attempt to burn the Japanese 
mission and school buildings last night. 
Consul Morikawa called on the mayor 
asking that the militia should be called 
out immediately. The mayor declined 
at first, but finally telegraphed to 
Lleut.-Col. Holmes. A. D. C., Victoria, 
asking him to hold himself In readiness 
to call out not only Vancouver but 
the Victoria military at a moment's no¬ 
tice. 


GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE. 


Attorney-General Bowser Says He Has 
Investigated Vancouver Rioting 
In Person.

this city and Vancouver should remove 
all fear of any trouble locally. He re¬ 
called a time when Vancouver had sin¬ 
ned In this regard by a demonstration of 
hostility to the Chinese residents. At 
that time the charter of ihe city wan 
suspended for three months and a stipen¬ 
diary magistrate and twenty-four special 
constables deposed the Mayor and council 
of the city:

day sent a communication to the 
branch of that body In Victoria, stating 
that the mayor of Vancouver whou 
asked to call out the military tor tho 
protection of the Chinese In view of 
further riots, had replied stating that 
he did not think it would be necessary, 
and that it could not cope with thv 
situation. The local body hero wus ask¬ 
ed to wait upon Attorney-General 
Bowser with a view to obtaining pro¬ 
tection for the Chinese In Vancouver. 

Accordingly a deputation consisting 
of Lee Mong Kow, Lim Bang, Ylppon 
a representative from Vancouver, and 
Mr. Moresby, solicitor of the associa¬ 
tion. waited on the attorney-general 
this morning and laid the matter be¬ 
fore him. Mr. Bowser stated that he 
had no apprehension of &i)y further 
trouble, that he had been In Vancou¬ 
ver himself during the riota and had 
made a thorough investigation ihto the 
matter. He could assure the deputa¬ 
tion that all possible protection would 
bo forthcoming in view of further trou¬ 
ble. „ 

The result of this deputation has bean 
wired to Vancouver.

ABANDONING ATTEMPT. 


Chinaman Said to Have Been Hung By 
Mob Committed Suicide. 


Walter Wellman Will Return With 
Airship to Tromsoe—Cannot 
Reach Pole.

Vancouver, flept. 10.—Intense excite¬ 
ment was occasioned this morning by 
a report In Chinatown that a Chinese 
market gardener had been found lynch¬ 
ed in South Vancouver. Investigation 
showed the body hanging from the limb 
of a tree. Evidently the Chinese com¬ 
mitted suicide by throwing a rope 
round the limb of the tree and then 
leaped off the fence. But It took a long 
time to quiet the Orientals. 

Not a single Chinaman is working to¬ 
day, and so frightened are they that 
they will not until all trouble 1« over. 
Two incendiary fires started in the 
West End last nlg^t. The police were 
warned that a plgn might be carried 
out to draw off the firemen and police 
from down town and to start another 
riot 


Tromsoe, Norway, 8ept 9.—According 
to Capt. Isaachem, lr^ command Of the 
Norwegian Arctic expedition which 
stopped to-day here, from the North, 
Walter Wellman and his party of the 
Chicago Record-Herald expedition, 
will probably return here at the end 
of the present month, abandoning their 
plans to attempt to reach the Pole in 
an airship for the present year.

HORIEON CLEARING. 


Further Rioting Is Expected In 
Vancouver—Exclusion League 
Wants. Explanation. 


(Special to the Times).

R. F. Stupart, director of the Dominion 
meteorological service, arrived In the city 
last night and Will remain several days. 
Mr. Stupart is making an inspection of 
meteorological stations In the West, of 
which there are five in British Columbia 
reporting by telegraph twice dally to To¬ 
ronto. where the central office Is located 
and where the director resides. In addi¬ 
tion to these five stations there are about 
fifty climatological stations, where a re¬ 
cord of the weather Is kept and mailed 
periodically to Toronto. The head office 
for the province Is in Victoria, Mr. E. 
Baynes Reed being chief observer. 

Mr. StupArt thinks It desirable to estab¬ 
lish another station between Atlin and 
Ashcroft, probably in the vicinity of Tele¬ 
graph Creek, increasing the number of 
northern stations will enable the director 
to forecast the weather several days In 
advance with greater accuracy. 

The service has been of very great ad¬ 
vantage to shipping and also to the 
farmers of tho country, especially in the 
East, where the conditions are more 
favorable for making forecasts, owing to 
the fact that all weather changes move 
from west to east. The department of 
agriculture for British Columbia publishes 
weather statistics in their annual reports, 
which are obtained from the directors of 
the Dominion meteorological stations. 
Mr. Stupart. who should be, and no doubt 
Is. the best Judge of weather in Canada, 
thinks conditions In British Columbia 
could not possibly be better.

Bridge Disaster Have Been 
Brought to Shore.

Quebec. Sept. 9—Eight more of the 
victims of last week's bridge disaster 
have been recovered, having been 
found floating In different parts of the 
harbor on Saturday and Sunday. On 
Saturday afternoon one body, that of 
an Indian named Mitchell, was dis¬ 
covered at the island, and two bodies, 
those of Lebell. a young Quebecer, and 
an Indian named Morris at St. Joseph 
Levis. The body of John L. Workey. 
of Harrisburg. Pa., assistant foreman 
on the bridge, was picked up on Sun¬ 
day. This afternoon another body, not 
yet Identified, was found at Gllmour's 
cove, and three more at 8t. Ronald. 
The latter was a member of the Hardy 
family, while the other two were In¬ 
dians not yet identified. 

Two of the bodies picked up on Sat¬ 
urday appear to have been drowned, 
as none of them were disfigured to any 
extent except Mitchell, who had his 
f»ce shattered. The finding of these 
btxlles makes the total number recov¬ 
ered to date 24 out of 75 who perished. 

Eight more actions for damages for 
sums ranging from $ 10,000 to $ 20,000

The following letter from Mr. Joseph 
MaVtln, published «n the Vamu>iivur 
World, gives with cliaraeterlstlc terse¬ 
ness the position of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment In regard to Mr. Bowser’s so- 
called Natal Arr. 

It seems to me that the people who 
took part in the anti-Asiatic demon¬ 
stration on Saturday evening acted 
most unfairly In binning the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor In effigy, but fhlB action 
on their part arose no doubt from a 
misapprehension. , 

It appears from page 82A of the B. C. 
statutes for 1907 that the Lieutenant- 
Governor reserved his assent to Mr. 
Bowser's bill. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of a prov¬ 
ince may under section 65 of the B. N. 
A. Act, reserve a bill for the approval 
of the Governor-General, but tblrt Is 
only due under Instructions from the 
Governor-General in Council, or. in 
other words, the government in power 
at Ottawa, as Sir John Bourlnot shows 
at page 658 of the second edition of his 
work on parliamentary procedure. 

If, however, Mr. Dunsmulr had no 
such instructions from Ottawa and re¬ 
served the bill of his own motion, then 
Ifon. Richard McBride is responsible 
for that course, and in that event he 
should have been burned In effigy. 

Under our constitution, the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor has no personal responsi¬ 
bility. He must always have advisers' 
who will assume responsibility for all 
his actions. 

In any event. If Mr. McBride con¬ 
sidered the bill of any importance he 
should not have submitted to any In¬ 
structions from 8ir Wilfrid Laurier 
directing the bill to be reserved, he 
should have resigned right then and 
tliere. Mr. Dunsmulr would then have 
been obliged to find some one willing to 
accept the position of premier and the 
onus of killing this bill, and any one 
accepting such responsibility would 
have been obliged to Immediately bring 
on a genera! election and obtain the 
endorsement of the people of the prov¬ 
ince. 

As there has been no suggestion from 
the local government that Mr. Duns¬ 
mulr had instructions from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to reserve the bill, we may. I 
think, safely assume that in doing so 
he acted on the advice of his premier, 
the Hon. Richard McBride. 

Under these circumstances it seems 
to me the electors of Vancouver cannot 
very well make any objection, as in the 
face of the facts they allowed Mr. Mc¬ 
Bride’s attorney-general to b< elected 
a few days ago, thus endorsing fully 
Mr. McBride’s action In killing this bill. 

I might add that It Is very peculiar 
that Mr. Bowser In drawing this bill, 
either carelessly or Intentionally used 
the word ’’lawful” In the forth sec¬ 
tion instead of the word "unlawful," 
thus completely nullifying the bill. 


and navigation between Great BJlaln 
and Japan expressly states tha* "the 
subjects of each of the two high con¬ 
tracting parties shall have full Ubcity 
to enter, travel or reside In any part 
of the Dominions and possessions of 
the other contracting party, and shall 
enjoy full and perfect prelection for 
their persons and property. . . .They 
shall have liberty freely to come with 
their ships and cargoes to all places, 
ports and rivers in the dominions and 
possessions of the other w'hlch are or 
may be opened to foreign commerce, 
and shall enjoy, respectively, the same 
treatment In matters of commerce and 
navigation as native subjects, or sub¬ 
jects or cltlxens of the most favored 
nation, without having to pay taxes, 
imposts ^r duties of whatever nature 
or under What denomination, levied in 
the name or for the profit of the gov¬ 
ernment, public functionaries, private 
Individuals, corporations or establish¬ 
ments of any kind, other or greater 
than those paid by native subjects or 
subjects or cttlsens of the most fav¬ 
ored nation, subject always to t’ie 
laws, ordinances and regulations of 
each country." 

The provisions of this treaty between 
Great Britain and Japan are very wide 
and comprehensive, and by all of them 
Canada as a section of the British Em¬ 
pire is bound. The government of this 
country Is responsible for the prot* «- 
tion of the lives and property of the 
Japanese resident British Columbia, 
and there is not the slightest doubt 
that It will see that the provisions of 
the treaty ar^ carried out to the let- 
-fier. The facts of the riotous demon¬ 
stration in the city of Vancouver will 
be Investigated, those responsible will 
be punished, and reparation, full and 
ample, will be given for all damage Irir 
fllcted. 

The riot is deeply to be deplored, for 
the reason that the two governments 
are at the present time engaged Is ne¬ 
gotiations which would assuredly have 
culminated in effective measures for 
the restriction of the Immigration 
which is legitimately objected to by 
British Columbians. The design Is to 
have the agreement respecting the re¬ 
striction of immigration apply not to 
Japan alone, but to all ImmlgnuJ 
tion from the country direct or 
Indirect. We have no doubt that al- j 
though the. pride of the nation has been 
deeply wounded and serious offence 
given by the Irresponsible agitators of 
Vancouver, an understanding will be 
reached by the two governments con¬ 
cerned and that all possible cause of 
friction between Great Britain and 
Canada and our ally In the far east 
will be permanently removed.* *

THE VANCOUVER RIOTS. 


•The outbreak of mob violence In Van¬ 
couver was sufficiently disgraceful and 
discreditable from the point of view of 
a(H Canadians Imbued with an inherent 
raapect for law and order, but It does 
not appear to have been quite so ser¬ 
ious as first reports sent out to the 
press led the public to believe. The 
rioters did commit serious acts of vio¬ 
lence against property, but their as¬ 
saults upon persons, possibly because 
of the stringent laws of the country 
against carrying deadly weapons, are 
not likely to result In loss of life, cer¬ 
tainly not in serious personal injury 
to the classes of the population ag.iinst 
whom the unseemly demonstrations 
were directed. 

We have no doubt that now the first 
(gust of passion has spent Itself, the 
Hotera are thoroughly ashamed of 
themselves and that there will be no 
repetition of the acts of violence 
which, for the first time In the history 
of the Pacific Coast of Canada, have 
besmirched the fair fame of the popu¬ 
lation of this normally law-abiding 
country. 

It would perhaps be unfair to criti¬ 
cise the authorities of the city of Van¬ 
couver for not perceiving the possible 
outcome of the agitation which has 
been simmering for some time against 
the Oriental strangers who have been 
pouring In great numbers Into this land 
of promise. It Is so easy to find fault j 
after the mischief has been done. If 
the possibility of an outbreak of vio¬ 
lence had been foreseen, the irresponsi¬ 
ble agitator from the other side of the 
boundary line who had just arrived 
from the scene of a racial demonstra¬ 
tion which had culminated In the ex¬ 
pulsion by a mob of a company of In¬ 
offensive Hindus, might have been ar¬ 
rested and turned back to the place 
from whence he came ere he had 
time to make the inflammatory appeal 
which converted the company of Van¬ 
couver agitators Into a mob of unrea¬ 
soning Incendiaries. But the possibility 
of disorder and riot was not foreseen, 
and the damage Is done. Nfw the conse¬ 
quences must rest upon the heads of 
the officials of the municipality. Mayor 
Bethune disclaims responsibility—hi* 
disclaimer must be considered as altoV 
gether valq. He doubtless realises to 
the full his position now; and If thsre 
should be any further attempt te re¬

Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Colonist and other equally disinterested 
authorities to convince their readers 
that It would be greatly to the advan¬ 
tage of Victoria to enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the Esqulmalt Water Works 
Company for the purchase of a supply 
of water by the thousand gallons, some 
of the said readers still seem to enter¬ 
tain grave doubts about the matter. 
Ope of these, A. Munro, wrote a letter 
asking for Information, which our con¬ 
temporary did no t condesend to gtve. 
Mr. Munro wants to know whether the 
company will be prepared to deliver 
Into the pipes of the city any desired 
quantity of water up to a certain 
amount "In perpetuity ft;-.- any term of 
years beyond, five." Mr. Munro will 
find*an answer to his question In the 
statutes of British Columbia fo$ 1892. 
In that volume there are acts govern¬ 
ing both the Esquimau Water Works 
Company In any possible relations It 
may have with the city and governing 
the city in Its possible future relations 
with the Esquimau Water Works Com¬ 
pany. The two measures are very har¬ 
monious In their Intent, and It Is per¬ 
haps unnecessary to say their purport 
is not calculated to prejudice the po¬ 
sition of /the water works company. 
The act of the Esquimau Company 
stimulates In express terms that the 
company shall not be required .to fur¬ 
nish water, if required, for any period 
less than five years, while section 13 
of the Victoria Water Works Act of tne 
sante year says: "Notwithstanding 
any law to the contrary, the council 
of the corporation of Victoria shall 
have power from t|me to time to make 
and pass by-lawk for the purpose of 
authorising the council to enter Into a 
contract, for a period oi rive years 
(please note the limitation) with the 
Esquimau Waier Works Company, to 
carry Into effect the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 10 of the Esquimau Water Works 
Extension Act, 1892; but eysry such by¬ 
law shall first be submitted to the elec¬ 
tors of the municipality and the as¬ 
sent of the electors shan be obtained 
thereto In conformity with the pro¬ 
visions of the statutes for the time 
being In force respecting by-laws for 
contracting debts In the municipality." 
Consequently it is clear that the mu¬ 
nicipality cannot enter intoean agree¬ 
ment with the Esquimau Water W 04 Its 
Company for a supply of water of 
any dlmtnslons for a term exceed¬ 
ing five years. At the end of such 
term, supposing the city were to take 
advantage of the provision so kltidly 
made by the Legislature, would It not 
be more completely at the mercy of the 
company than municipal prudence 
aould countenance?

"The electric lifts on board were busy 
until a late hour Saturday night con¬ 
veying people swiftly up and down be¬ 
tween the five decks. While hundreds 
were exploring and admiring the com¬ 
forts of the ship, groups of Cunard di¬ 
rectors. ship'experts, and naval archi¬ 
tects, gathered In the smoking room and 
earnestly discussed the prospects of the 
voyage. 

"The Lucania, w-hfeh left Liverpool 
four hours ahead of the Lusitania, was 
overtaken and passed at 4.80 Sunday 
morning. She had half an hour's start 
on leaving Queenstown. 

Two hours after leaving Queenstown 
the Lucania was still ahead. At 6 
o’clock Sunday night she was about fif¬ 
teen miles astern. A fog caused the 
Lusitania to slacken down her speed, 
which naturally disappointed the pas¬ 
sengers. There were occasional pas¬ 
sages of brightness during which the 
pace was Increased." 

Another dispatch sent at 9 o’clock 
Sunday night, reported that the ship 
was 180 miles from Queenstown. The 
weather was clearer and the vessel 
was ploughing ahead at great speed. 
The Lucania Is believed to be near us," 
the dispatch continued, "but her posi¬ 
tion is not specified. She has not been 
sighted since dinner time. The pas¬ 
sengers are lining the sides to catch a 
glimpse of her if possible. The progress 
of the Lusitania is beautifully smooth."

RADIUM IN ALASKA. 

The steamer Rosecrans, which arriv¬ 
ed in San Francisco on Friday last in 
ballast from Douglas Island, passed 
twice through a sea of fire on the way 
down. Officers on board bring news of 
remarkable discoveries of radium in 
the Noatak river basin in Alaska. 

The Rosecrans took up a supply of 
oil to Douglas Island for the Treadwell 
mines, and wag twenty miles off the 
mounth of the Columbia river, on the 
return Journey, when about 8 o’clock 
on Saturday evening she ran Into a 
patch of sea which was aglow with 
phosphorus. As the vessel proceeded 
the sea became brighter. Neither moon 
nor stars were visible, and by 11 
o’clock, three hours from the time of 
first seeing the phenomenon, the whole 
sea was a mass of brilliant light. To 
the horison in every direction the ocean 
danced with light. This continued until 
4 o’clock on Sunday morning, when 
dawn dispel ted the strange glow. Later 
on. when some distance off Point 
Reyes, a similar but less brilliant sight 
was witnessed. 

The Rosecrans brings news of a re¬ 
ported discovery cf radium in large 
quantities at Noatak river. " A party of 
prospectors in July last made the find 
while searching for gold. It is report¬ 
ed that wonderful deposits of radium 
have been located in the Noatak river 
basin, and that the precious and power¬ 
ful substances exists there in sufficient 
quantities to make commercially pos-

"It Is universally agreed among flsst- 
class cricketers, and among those who 
understand first-class cricket, that pan¬ 
dering to the taste which cares no¬ 
thing for cricket and its fine traditions, 
and care only for such sensationalism 
as can be squeezed out of the game, has 
done an Immense amount of harm to 
cricket. It is very extraordinary that 
any people who take the trouble to go 
to first-class cricket matches should be 
Ignorant of the conditions which make 
play impossible, Perhaps .the most 
idiotic Instance bne sees of this Is when 
every umbrella around the ring Is up 
because rain is falling, and the people 
under the umbrellas are shouting for 
the game to be continued or resumed. 
The obvious retort from the players Is: 
‘Put your umbrellas down and we will 
consider the possibility of play.' 

- "But i commoner popular error, espe¬ 
cially on bank holidays, is that when It 
Is fine overhead play Is immediately 
possible. Some years back. In a Sus¬ 
sex and Gloucestershire match at Bris¬ 
tol, on August bank holiday, we were 
unable to begin the match at all on the 
first day. although the weather was 
gloriously fine. The pitch had been 
turned Into a quagmire by the torrents 
of rain which fell for the two previous 
days and nights. The crowd Invaded 
the ground and besieged the pavilion, 
and were very Indignant. It was on 
this occasion that the British grounds¬ 
man, when he saw the crowd begin¬ 
ning to Invade the ground had the read¬ 
iness of wit to dash out and enclose 
with the rapes a ret angular piece of 
the field softie thirty yards away from 
the prepared pitch, so that the mis¬ 
chievous people who dug up the sup¬ 
posed pitch with sticks, umbrellas and 
hobnailed heels were rather cleverly 
taken In. 

"The wonderful thing is that people 
should suppose that the players have 
any desire to put off beginning the 
game when the ground Is fit. If there 
Is one form of misery mege pronounced 
than another In a small way. It Is sit¬ 
ting alone in a pavilion waiting for rain 
to stop or the ground to dry. No doubt 
It Is equally miserable to sit about 
around the ring. But that absurdity of 


shorten his Journey as much aa poa- 
slble, so he walked along the shore 
to a point orftasite where Hero lived.

If any of the ancients emulated Lc- 
ander’s performance It Is not recorded, 
and In the long lapse of centuries only 
one man was successful. That was 
Lord B>*ron; and his bare object in 
risking his life was to find out 
whether tho Leander tale was a myth 
or a reality. The English poet's at¬ 
tempt took place on May 3rd, 1810, and 
he was attended by only one man — 
his friend Lieut. Ekenhead. It took 
the swimmer exactly one hour, and a 
line drawn straight across from 
where he started to where he finished 
would measure a mile and 870 yards. 
According to the accounts. Byron was 
driven a lot out of his way by the 
force of the currents, so that he .ac¬ 
tually swam twice the distance.

Says He Will Not Store Gasoline or 
Explosives-Routine Matters 
Occupy Council.

It took the board of aldermen three j 
hours last evening to deal with y the | 
general matters before It, although j 
very little of Importance was discuss¬ 
ed. F. C. Winkler, whose application 
for a permit to erect an oil warehouse 
on Coffin Island recently aroused aJ 
storm of protest from the residents of 
the neighboring district, appeared be¬ 
fore the council to protect against the 
city building inspector's action In re¬ 
fusing a permit for another building 
which he proposed to construct on 
that site, and to use for the storage 
of mining and general supplies. The 
building Inspector stated that he re¬ 
fused the permit on the grounds that 
the proposed store house would be 
detrimental to the residential district 
bordering the waterfront by the isl¬ 
and. 

Mr. Wrlnkler appeared before the al¬ 
dermen and registered a strong com¬ 
plaint against the unfair treatment 
whloh, he alleged, had been accorded 
to him by the council. He Intended to 
erect a substantial and neat building, 
he said, in which he did not propose 
1 to store lnflamabie or explosive sub¬ 
stances, and he did not think there 
would be any reasonable objection to 
the structure he contemplated. 

Mr. Winkler said that he capie to the 
city a short time ago Intending to go 
into the oil business on his own ac¬ 
count. He secured the Coffin Island 
site and spent considerable time read¬ 
ing up the' city by-laws In respect to 
the storage of oil and explosives. He 
selected Coffin Island because It ful¬ 
filled, to his mind, all the requirements 
of the by-law, which proylded among 
other things that ail oil warehouses 
must be 200 yards from any other butld- 
irig. The council, however, turned this 
proposal down bacause a number of 
people in Victoria West, most of whom 
could not even see Coffin Island from 
their homes, protested against It. Now 
that ho had arranged for the storage 
of gasoline in another location and pro¬ 
posed to build a good-looking and sub¬ 
stantial warehouse for the storage of 
non-inflammable gopds, the city had 
shown its further lnconslder&tion. 

"You talk much of encouraging In¬ 
dustries here," said Mr. Winkler, "yet 
I And that a genuine industry is block¬ 
ed In every possible way by the coun¬ 
cil. I feel that I am perfectly within 
m$ rights at present, and If the coun¬ 
cil refuse to accord 'me what I deem 
fair treatment, I will be forced to seek 
legal redress.” 

The Mayor asked Mr. Winkler If he 
had any Intention of obtaining permis¬ 
sion to erect the warehouse spoken of 
and of using It later for the storage of 
oil or gasoline. 

Mr. Winkler replied emphatically 
that he had no such thought, and the 
matter was then referred to the city 
solicitors for advice on this point. 

The repaving of Government street 
whs brought up during the meeting In 
an informal manner and discussed at 
some length.

Any even numbered section of Domin¬ 
ion Lands In Manitoba or ths Northwest 
Provinces, , excepting 8 and 21, not reserv¬ 
ed, may be homesteaded by any person 
ths sole head of a family, or male over 18 
years of age. to the extent of one-quarter 
section, of 160 sore* more or lea* 

Application for homestead entry must 
he made In person by the applicant at ths 
office of ths local Agent or Sub-Agent. 
Entry by proxy may, however, be made 
on certain conditions by the father, 
mother, son. daughter, brother, or sister 
of an intending homesteader. 

An application for entry or Inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Agent’s office 
may be wired to the local agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land applied for Is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion Is to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by mall. 

In case of “personation" the entry will 
be summarily ca n cel l ed and the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of claim. > 

An application for Inspection must b4 
made In person. Ths applicant must be 
eligible for homestead entry, and only one 
applleatlon for Inspection will be received 
from an individual until that application 
has been disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry is In good

How “Coloner G. H. Hayes Jumped 
from Poveriy to Wealth--An 
Interesting Reminiscence. 


An Interesting article entitled “How 
Hayes Became a Millionaire,’’ appears 
in the current Issue of the Prince Ru¬ 
pert Empire. It Is from the pen of John 
Houston, the editor-proprietor of the 
new publication, and deals In some 
measure with the career of "Colonel" 
G. H. Hayes, who ’ Is well-known on 
Vancouver Island. The article runs as 
follows: 

Stories of how "Colonel" G. H. Hayes, 
at one time a mining, operator on Van¬ 
couver Island, became a millionaire at 
Goldfield, Nevada, are printed from 
time to time in the Vancouver and Vic¬ 
toria papers. Hayes had his ups and 
downs In British Columbia, and when 
ho left (lie province he had few friends 
and no money to speak of. Where he 
1 went to after leaving British Columbia 
is not known to the writor. The writer 
first met him on a Sunday afternoon In 
the early part of November, 1906, at 
work superintending the erection of a 
small g&Uowp frame on the Mohawk 
grout\d, situated abobt a mite and a 
quarter northeast of the Goldfield post 
office. The shaft on which the gallows 
frame was being erected was down 
about 160 feet, and had been partly sunk 
by Hayes and his partner, a man 
named Monette, who, before coming to 
Goldfield had been working in the 
Union stock yards at Chicago as a stock 
$uyer for one of the firms in the Beef 
Trust. The ground was known as the 
Hayes and Monette lease, and was 200 
or 800 feet lengthwise on the Mohawk 
claim. They were the third parties who 
had leases on the same ground and on 
that Sunday afternoon In November, 
1906, "Colonel" Hayes did not look like 
a capitalist, and from the few words 
the writer had With him he did not talk 
or feel like a capitalist. 

The gallows frame erected, a small 
gasoline hoisting plant was Installed 
and the cost of these Improvements, it 
is said, were defrayed by money ad¬ 
vanced by two Chicago men, friends of 
Monette, who had been given an inter¬ 
est in the lease. Work was continued 
during the winter of 1906-6. and In the 
1 spring the firm was broke, and Monette 
started for Chicago to resume his old 
Job of buying stock for the Beef Trust. 
Hayes, although In debt for his room , 
rent, kept at work, and while Monette 
was en route to Chicago he received 
a telegram from Hayes to come back, 
that he had struck ore. The first tele¬ 
gram was followed by a second, which 
Monette received when he reached Chi¬ 
cago. The second telegram read: 
"Come back; there la enough for all of 
us." 

Monette returned to Goldfield, and 
the writer who was then at work as a 
printer In the little town of Columbia. 1 
saw the first wagon load of ore that 
was hauled from the Hayes and Mon¬ 
ette lease to the Columbia sampling 
works, a distance of about half a mile. 
The ore was dumped into wagons as 
It was hoisted from the mine, and with- ' 
In a week ten tons a day were shipped; 
then the shipments were increased to 
.twenly tons a day; then to forty; and 
within three months the output was 100 
tons a day of ore that is said to have 
averaged $100 a ton. 

Leases on the Mohawk grounds were 
given to other parties, and by fall the 
Mohawk was one of the great gold 
mines of the world, and Goldfield had 
Increased from a town of 5,000 In July, 
to a city of 15,000 people in December. 
The ground expired on December 31st. 
1906. and the lease produced close onto 
$6,000,000 In gold, and the mine $7,000 - 
000 . 

When Hayes and Monette commenced 
shipping ore In the latter part of April, 
1306. shares In the Mohawk Mining 
Company were selling at about 50 cents. 

In November they sold at $18. Hayes 
had a chance to and no doubt did, put 
some of the money he got from ore 
sales into Mohawk and other stocks, 
and that he is a millionaire now !s not 
at all unlikely. 

He has a residence at or near Los 
Angeles that Is said to have cost him 
more than $100,000. He and Monette 
and their associates are building a hotel 
In Goldfield that is nearing completion. 

It will cost $250,000. The Hayes-Mon- 
ette Development Company owns and 
works leases and mining ground In 
Goldfield and other districts. It Is re¬ 
ported that he and his associates have 
taken $400,000 out of a lease on the 
Florence ground at Goldfield this sum¬ 
mer. 

So a man who a little over a year ago 
had his trunk held for room rent is to¬ 
day the owner of a palatial home In 
Southern California and Is a millionaire 
In Hie town in which he was so poor 
that he had na plac^ia whleh he could 
keep his wearing apparel, and that man 
4s "Colonel” G. H. Hayes, who was once 
as well known on Government street. 
Victoria, as he Is now on Columbia 
I avenue. Goldfield. And "Colonel" Hayes 
Is not the only man who has been made 
a millionaire suddenly through mining 
ventures at Goldfield. Tonopah, Rhyolite 
and other districts in Western Nevada, 
in the last five years.

Mines of Portland Canal When Devel¬ 
oped Will Prove Paying Propo¬ 
sitions.
